The Emergency Management Coordinator met with the Board to provide an update on
emergency preparedness activities to address the COVID-19 public health emergency, including
information related to newly available funding resources through the federal CARES Act. She also
provided a brief update on the August 10, 2020 windstorm which caused significant damages
throughout the County. The Public Health staff was unavailable to provide a COVID-19 update.

Moved by Oswald seconded by Eaken to approve the payroll for the period ending August
2, 2020, as certified by the department heads. All aye. Motion carried.

Supervisor Eaken introduced the following resolution, seconded by Supervisor Rohwedder.
On roll call vote: Oswald aye, Zirkelbach aye, Eaken aye, Rohwedder aye, Manternach aye,
whereupon the Chairman declared the resolution passed and adopted.

RESOLUTION REQUESTING REIMBURSEMENT FROM
THE IOWA COVID-19 GOVERNMENT RELIEF FUND

A resolution by Jones County to request reimbursement for eligible costs related to the
COVID-19 public health emergency from the lowa COVID-19 Government Relief Fund.

WHEREAS, the United States Congress approved the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and
Economic Security (CARES) Act to provide economic relief related to the COVID-19 pandemic.

WHEREAS, Governor Kim Reynolds allocated $125 million of the State of lowa's CARES
Act funding to local governments for direct expenses incurred in response to the COVID-19
emergency.

WHEREAS, local government funding reimbursements may only be used for necessary
expenditures incurred due to the COVID-19 pandemic, were not accounted for in the current fiscal
year county budget, were incurred during the time period of March 1, 2020 through December 30,
2020 and have not been reimbursed from other sources.

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, Jones County requests reimbursement of up to
$262,193.87 in eligible expenditures in response to the COVID-19 public health emergency.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Jones County affirms that the above requests for
reimbursement will follow all formal published Federal and State of Iowa guidance on how the
funds should be spent, and understand if the reimbursements are misrepresented, the local
government will be liable for any applicable penalty and interest.

The Auditor presented a request from the Eastern lowa Regional Utility Service System for
liens to be placed on various properties receiving services from the Center Junction water and sanitary
sewer system and Fairview sanitary sewer system. The Board discussed the policies of the
E.LLR.U.S.S. regarding disconnection of services due to delinquent account balances.

JONES COUNTY IOWA ORDINANCE 2020-03
An ordinance amending the code of ordinances of the County of Jones, State of lowa.

Be it enacted by the Board of Supervisors of Jones County, lowa as follows:

Section 1: The purpose of this ordinance is to amend CHAPTER 3, JONES COUNTY ZONING
ORDINANCE OF TITLE VI— PROPERTY & LAND USE by amending the zoning map.

Section 2: The Chapter will be amended as follows:
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Amend SECTION 5. BOUNDARIES AND OFFICIAL ZONING MAP, of ARTICLE IV —
GENERAL REGULATIONS AND PROVISIONS by amending, subject to the terms of a
conditional zoning agreement, the zoning of property briefly described as that part of the NE %4 SW
Y4 of Section 36, Township 85, North, Range 4, West of the 5" P.M., described as commencing in
the center of the Old Military Road or former Highway 151, on the South line of said NE 4 SW
Y4; thence North in the center of said Old Road, 250 feet; thence East 300 feet to the West line of
New Highway No. 151; thence Southwesterly, along the West line of said Highway 151 as now
located, to a point on the South line of said NE 4 SW 7 200 feet East of the place of beginning;
thence West 200 feet to the place of beginning (tax parcel 05 36 300 006) containing approximately
1.43 acres, from the R-Residential District to the C2-Highway Commercial District.
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Section 3. When Effective
This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its final passage, approval, and
publication as provided by law.
